Rationale for the Basis of Jurisdictional Determination (applies to any boxes checked above). Priest Lake is
jurisdictional because it is used in interstate commerce (Category B. (1)) and is an impoundment of waters (Category B.
(4)) and flows to navigable waters of the United States (Category A). Out-of-state and foreign visitors use Priest Lake
for boating, fishing, swimming, hunting, and general recreation. Visitors use the public boat launch facilities available
around the lake. There are commercial marinas on the lake that are also used by out-of-state visitors. Priest Lake
flows into Priest River which flows into Pend Oreille River, which is a navigable water of the United States (Category
A).
